County budget takes step forward 


SPENDING and savings plans embody¬ 
ing the scale of the financial challenge 
being met by Somerset County Council 
took their next step at the end of January. 

County councillors from two separate Scrutiny 
Committees came together for two back-to-back 
meetings at Taunton Conference Centre to con¬ 
sider and comment on the authority’s future budget 
proposals. 

The plans detail more than £300million of spend 
and a council tax freeze for a sixth year in a row, 
along with “necessary” cuts of £16million. 

John Osman, leader of Somerset County Coun¬ 
cil, said: “I am glad to note that the breadth of pro¬ 
posals was subject to several hours of in-depth 
discussion, comment and debate by the commit¬ 
tees. 

“I would also like to thank those members of the 


public who came and expressed their views and 
gave their valued input. 

“As a council we have a considerable challenge 
ahead of us to continue delivering the services we 
have an irrefutable legal duty to provide for the 
people of Somerset, against the backdrop of a stark 
drop in support from Central Government - a loss 
of £20million in one year. 

Difficult decisions 

“This is as pressure on, particularly, adult’s social 
care and children’s services, which alone represent 
£126million of our council budget, continues to 
rise. 

“In light of this raw deal it is inevitable that we 
will have to make and consider some very difficult 
decisions, because ensuring the budget balances is 
our legal duty. I know we are all anticipating the 
next stage of this process when Cabinet meets on 
February 9th.” 


Points raised in the scrutiny meetings will be car¬ 
ried forward to Cabinet on Monday, February 9th 
2015. There, members will discuss and make de¬ 
cisions on the Medium Term Financial Plan for 
2015/16-2018/19, and the Capital Investment Pro¬ 
gramme for 2015/16.

FAMILY HOME CAN'T BE 
SOLD FOR CARE FEES 


IN A CASE heralded as a land¬ 
mark court ruling, a woman has 
won the right to keep the family 
home, rather than sell it to pay 
for her mother's care. 

The case centred on whether 
the County Council, which would 
otherwise be responsible for 
funding her mother's care, 
should take into account the 
value of the family home. 

Where an individual owns as¬ 
sets worth more than £23,250, 
which will generally include the 
family home, they must pay for 
their own care. However, where 
the property is occupied by cer¬ 
tain individuals, including a rela¬ 
tive over the age of 60, the value 
of the home is generally disre¬ 
garded, so that only cash and in¬ 
vestment assets, as well as 


income, are taken into account. 

The daughter successfully ar¬ 
gued that, although she was not 
actually living in the family 
home, the property was never¬ 
theless her only or main home. 
She did not own another prop¬ 
erty herself (she lived in rented 
accommodation), still had a bed¬ 
room at the family home, kept a 
number of personal items there, 
and had always intended to re¬ 
tire there. 

The court agreed that the defi¬ 
nition of "a home" goes beyond 
"physical permanent occupa¬ 
tion", and is "a place to which a 
person has a degree of attach¬ 
ment both physical and emo¬ 
tional". 

The circumstances of this par¬ 
ticular case are quite unusual, 


and it remains to be seen how 
much further the definition of "a 
home"might extend to other sit¬ 
uations.

UNDESIRABLE 
BEAUTY PROBLEMS 

(and how to fix them!) 


WE'VE gotten pretty good at coping with the occasional breakout or bad hair 
day, but there are some beauty issues we suffer from that aren't so easily dealt 
with. Whether we've got a little more eyebrow than we bargained for or hair so 
fine that it slips through our fingers, the good thing about beauty problems is 
that they're almost always fixable.These 5 beauty problems are among the most 
common, which is why we've rounded up the most effective solutions for'em all. 

1. Unibrow: Don't do anything crazy! Simply trim the excess length and tweeze 
away the hairs that connect the two brows together. Less grooming is definitely 
more in this case. "Take a conservative approach and remove only the excess 
hairs. Be careful not to remove so much that your brows are too far apart," says 
celebrity makeup artist and brow expert Ramy Gafni. To be honest, there are 
some people who can actually really rock the uni look and need only trim the 
hairs between the brows to look presentable, but if you don't like it, there's no 
reason not to get rid of it. 

2. Dark Circles: If you can't stand your dark undereye circles, try dabbing 
concealer in a triangular shape all the way from the inner corner of the eye 
downward and back up to the outer corner, gently patting to blend it down the 
cheek area. This technique will give better coverage and blend the different 
shades on your face better than applying concealer only directly under the eyes, 
says Marian Rothschild, a Certified Personal Image Consultant, makeup artist, and 
author of "Look Good Now and Always." 

3. Fine Hair: Having fine hair isn't a beauty problem, per se, but many of us who 
have it pretty much live to make it look thicker. The best temporary fix? Start by 
applying a thickening mousse after towel-drying, then roughly blow dry with 
your head upside down. Once dry, let your hair cool with your head still upside 
down, then brush out gently. Skip the round brush and use a curling iron or hot 
rollers on dry hair instead for maximum body and bounce, says Rothschild. 

4. Dandruff: "Put simply, dandruff is the result of skin cells maturing and dying 
too fast, building up, and causing irritation," says Grace Mahoney, owner of 
Blushing Brides. Rinsing your hair with vinegar, particularly apple cider vinegar 
or white vinegar, may sound like a pretty unpleasant idea, but it can actually be 
an effective way to treat dandruff. "Vinegar will get rid of the unwanted built-up 
skin cells that would flake off into dandruff, and it won't clog up your pores or 
result in more [dandruff]," she says. "An overgrowth of fungus can also cause 
dandruff, and vinegar acts like a fungicide. Using it is straightforward, simple, and 
is probably easier on your hair than some shampoos out there." Mahoney's 
recommendation: In a cup, mix together a half cup ofwarm water and a half cup 
of vinegar. (You can vary the total amount according to how much hair you have.) 
Pour the mixture over your hair, massage it gently into your scalp for several 
minutes, and then rinse it thoroughly with warm water. Wait about 8-12 hours 
before taking a normal shower and shampooing. Repeat once every week or two 
weeks, depending on how often you feel you need it. 

5. Ingrown Hairs: Ingrown hairs are the result of hair curling back or growing 
sideways into the skin, and are most prevalent among those with coarse or curly 
hair, Mahoney says. It may or may not be accompanied by an infection of the hair 
follicle or "razor bumps," which vary in size. The good news is that a simple 
solution lies just in your medicine cabinet. "Aspirin can help 
reduce redness and inflammation, the two most 
common symptoms of ingrown hair. The anti-inflam¬ 
matory property of aspirin reduces swelling, fights 
inflammation and treats mild infection," says 
Mahoney. Plus, she adds, "The salicylic acid present 
in aspirin scrubs away dead skin to loosen the 
offending hair." Soak two aspirin tablets in 
one teaspoon ofwarm water until it forms 
a paste-like consistency. Add one 


teaspoon of honey to the paste and 
apply the paste to the affected area. 
Leave the paste on for 10 minutes and 
then wash it off with warm water and 
gently pat the skin dry, and follow this 
remedy once or twice a week as 
needed. Accompany your aspirin treat¬ 
ment with a soft DIY sugar scrub, which 
will gently exfoliate the skin to remove 
dead cells and help the ingrown hairs 
to come to the surface.

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The Story of St.Valentine 


IN 270 A.D., marriage had been outlawed by the emperor of Rome, 
Claudius II. Claudius issued this decree because he thought that mar¬ 
ried men made bad soldiers since they were reluctant to be torn away 
from their families in the case of war. Claudius had also outlawed 
Christianity in this time period because he wished to be praised as 
the one supreme god, the Emperor of Rome. Valentine was the 
bishop of Interamna during this period of oppression. Valentine 
thought that the decrees of Rome were wrong. He believed that peo¬ 
ple should be free to love God and to marry. Valentine invited the 
young couples of the area to come to him. When they came, Valentine 
secretly performed services of matrimony and united the couples. 

Valentine was eventually caught and was brought before the em¬ 
peror. The emperor saw that Valentine had conviction and drive that 
was unsurpassed among his men. Claudius tried and tried to per¬ 
suade Valentine to leave Christianity, serve the Roman empire and 
the Roman gods. In exchange, Claudius would pardon him and make 
him one of his allies. St. Valentine held to his faith and did not re¬ 
nounce Christ. Because of this, the emperor sentenced him to a 
three-part execution. First, Valentine would be beaten, then stoned, 
and then finally, decapitated. Valentine died on February 14th, 
270 A.D. 

While in prison, waiting for his sentence to be carried out, Valentine 
fell in love with the jailer's daughter, the blind Asterius. During the 
course of Valentine's prison stay, a miracle occurred and Asterius re¬ 
gained her sight. Valentine sent her a final farewell note. He signed 
his last note, "From Your Valentine." Even today, this message remains 
as the motto for our Valentine's Day celebrations.

C ONVERSATION hearts, 
truffles galore and heart- 
shaped boxes of choco¬ 
lates—these are the symbols of 
Valentine's Day for many lovers 
around the world. 

But why do we have a "sweets 
to the sweet" tradition every 
February 14? While the roots of 
Valentine's Day go all the way 
back to Roman times, chocolate 
gift giving is a much more re¬ 
cent development. Is it because 
of chocolate's reputed aphro¬ 
disiac qualities, or just a way for 
companies to sell more sweets 
in the lull between Christmas 
and Easter? Whatever the rea¬ 
son, those ubiquitous little red 
boxes flood shelves every year. 

By the 1840s, the notion of 
Valentine's Day as a holiday to 
celebrate romantic love had 
taken over most of the English- 
speaking world. It was Cupid's 
golden age -the prudish Victori¬ 
ans adored the notion of courtly 
love and showered each other 
with elaborate cards and gifts. 

Into this love- 
crazed fray 
came Richard 
Cadbury, 
scion of the 
British 
chocolate 
manufactur¬ 
ing family 
and responsi¬ 
ble for sales at a 
crucial point in 
his company's his¬ 
tory. 

Cadbury had recently 
improved its chocolate 
making technique so as to ex¬ 
tract pure cocoa butter from 


whole beans, producing a more 
palatable drinking chocolate 
than most Britons had ever 
tasted. This process resulted in 
an excess amount of cocoa but¬ 
ter, which Cadbury used to pro¬ 
duce many more varieties of 
what was then called "eating 
chocolate." Richard recognised a 
great marketing opportunity for 
the new chocolates and started 
selling them in beautifully dec¬ 
orated boxes that he designed 
himself. 

From that point, it was a quick 
jump to taking the familiar im¬ 
ages of Cupids and roses and 
putting them on heart-shaped 
boxes. While Richard Cadbury 
didn't actually patent the heart- 
shaped box, it's widely believed 
that he was the first to produce 
one. Cadbury marketed the 
boxes as having a dual purpose. 

When the chocolates had all 
been eaten, the box itself was so 
pretty that it could be used 
again and again to store me¬ 
mentos, from locks of hair to 
love letters. The 
boxes grew in- 
creasingly 
elaborate 
until the 
outbreak 
of World 
War II, 
when sugar 
was rationed 
and Valentine's 
Day celebrations 
were scaled down. 
But Victorian-era 
Cadbury boxes still 
exist, and many are treas¬ 
ured family heirlooms or valu¬ 
able items prized by collectors. 
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Most of you know that Valentine s Day is supposed to be 
a day to declare your love. 

It is the holiday that sells the most greeting cards with the exception of Christmas and it is 
also a holiday where gifts of chocolates and flowers are freely and not so freely given as to¬ 
kens of affection. 

Here are a few facts about Valentine's day you may not know. 


1. In reality, there were actually 3 St. Valentine's. One was a priest, one a 
bishop and one little is known about except he was a martyr. The sto¬ 
ries of the priest's and bishop's martyrdom are so closely related it is 
difficult to tell which St. Valentine the Holiday is named after. 

2. According to legend it was St. Valentine himself who sent the first 
valentine in the form of a letterto hisjailer's blind daughter with whom 
he had fallen in love. Just before he was put to death at the hands of 
King Claudius II for marrying the kings soldiers without the king's per¬ 
mission he penned a note to his love and signed it: From your Valentine. 

3. It is believed that a mount Holyoke college student by the name of 
Ester Howland created the first lace valentine in the United States from 
lace, ribbon and colourful pictures. She has become known as the 
Mother of the Valentine. 

4. Teachers receive more Valentine cards than anyone else, even chil¬ 
dren. 

5. More than 650 million valentine cards are exchanged by children from 
ages 6-10 each year. Most of these cards are bought in the last 6 days 
leading up to Valentine's day. 


6 . Each year the city of Verona Italy receives more than 1000 Valentine's 
addressed to Shakespeare's Juliet. It really is amazing how much affec¬ 
tion a dead fictional character can attract. 

7. It was once believed that if a woman saw a flying robin on Valentine's day 
she would end up getting married to a sailor. If a sparrow was the bird she 
saw she would end up marrying a man that was poor and live a happy life, 
if she saw a goldfinch then she was to marry a man that was a millionaire. 
One can only wonder who she would marry if she saw a crow. 

8 . In 1929 at the height of prohibition Al Capone ordered the killing of 
members of a rival gang run by Bugs Moran in Chicago on Valentines 
Day. Authorities were unable to find any real evidence to tie Capone to 
the crime and he was never arrested or tried for the murder of these 
seven men. Instead he served his time for tax evasion.

r Salted caramel 
chocpotA 

Ingredient* 

4 tbsp dulce de leche or canned caramel 
Vi tsp sea salt, plus extra to serve 
85g each milk and dark chocolate, 
broken into squares 
1-2 long, thin, plain grissini 
2 tbsp demerara sugar 
100ml double cream, at room temperature 
, 50ml milk 




1. Mix the caramel with the salt, divide between 2 small glasses and chill. 

2. Melt the chocolates together in a glass bowl set over a pan of barely 
simmering water. Snap the grissini into short lengths, then dip each end 
into the chocolate to coat a little. Sit on a wire rackforthe chocolate to drip 
and set a little, then dip the chocolate ends into the sugarto coat. Sit in an 
airtightcontainerlined with baking parchmentandchill toset until ready 
to serve. 

3.Stirthe double cream and milk into the remaining melted chocolate 
until smooth, then scrape into a jug. Slowly pour on top of the caramel, 
around the edges first. Chill the pots for at least 2 hrs, or up to 24 hrs. 
^.To serve, scatter a little more sea salt on top of each pot, then add one 
ortwo sugar-tipped grissini. 


... Did you know... 

V THE saint we celebrate on Valentine's Day is known officially as St. 
Valentine of Rome in order to differentiate him from the dozen or so 
other Valentines on the list. Because Valentinus -from the Latin word 
for worthy, strong or powerful - was a popular name between the sec¬ 
ond and eighth centuries AD, several martyrs over the centuries have 
carried this name. The official Roman Catholic roster of saints shows 
about a dozen who were named Valentine or some variation thereof. 

^ VALENTINE is the patron saint of beekeepers and epilepsy, among 
many other things. Saints are certainly expected to keep busy in the 
afterlife. Their holy duties include interceding in earthly affairs and en¬ 
tertaining petitions from living souls. In this respect, St Valentine has 
wide-ranging spiritual responsibilities. People call on him to watch 
over the lives of lovers, of course, but also for interventions regarding 
beekeeping and epilepsy, as well as the plague, fainting and travelling. 
As you might expect, he's also the patron saint of engaged couples and 
happy marriages. 

** YOU can find Valentine's skull in Rome. The flower-adorned skull of 
St Valentine is on display in the Basilica of Santa Maria in Cosmedin, 
Rome. In the early 1800s, the excavation of a catacomb near Rome 
yielded skeletal remains and other relics now associated with St Valen¬ 
tine. 

V THE medieval English poet Geoffrey Chaucer often took liberties 
with history, placing his poetic characters into fictitious historical con¬ 
texts that he represented as real. No record exists of romantic celebra¬ 
tions on Valentine's Day prior to a poem Chaucer wrote around 1375. 
In his work "Parliament of Foules," he links a tradition of courtly love 
with the celebration of St. Valentine's Feast Day.

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Artists draw on the inspiration of 
Hestercombe for unique exhibition 


HESTERCOMBE itself is a 
unique combination of land¬ 
scapes spanning three periods 
of gardening history encircling 
the dramatic central house 
which has only recently been 
re-unified with its surround¬ 
ings. It is this remarkable place 
which provides the inspiration 
for the exhibition 'Second Site', 
which is now open. 

The exhibition presents new 
work by five acclaimed artists 
who have responded to the his¬ 
tory of the house, the gardens, 
the Gallery's recently reclaimed 
spaces and the relationships 
between both the places and 
some of the people associated 
with them. It includes a di¬ 
verse range of media from 
drawing and sculpture, to inter¬ 
ventions, sound and film. 

Jo Lathwood has been resi¬ 
dent artist since the gallery first 
opened its doors to the public 
in May 2014, since then she has 
spent time in her pop-up stu¬ 
dio absorbing the surround¬ 
ings by day and by night. She 
has been particularly drawn to 
the public's reaction to the 
house. Inspired by methodol¬ 
ogy and material her work 
ranges from drawings made 
from iron oak ink to bronze cre¬ 
ated from the remnants of the 


building and donations from 
Hestercombe's community. 

Sculptors Laura Ellen Bacon 
and Simon Hitchens are inter¬ 
ested in internal and external 
spaces, objects and surfaces that 
can 'feed'the forms they create. 
Whilst Laura Ellen Bacon's willow 
sculpture energetically spills, 
nuzzles and grips the space that 
we inhabit, Simon Hitchens' 
'rocks' are displaced, they 
breathe, shedding their skins to 
become almost body-like. 

Patrick Lowry and Megan 
Calver have focused on specific 
periods of history and their in¬ 
side/outside relationships. 
Patrick Lowry has been drawn 
to the 'Arcadian' paintings of C. 
W. Bampfylde who lived at Hes¬ 
tercombe during the eigh¬ 
teenth century and created the 
landscape garden. Bampfylde 
was also an artist and his paint¬ 
ings can be seen in the house. 
Lowry's installation brings to¬ 
gether aspects of Hestercombe, 
the garden, the painting, and 
the interior, in a way that re-fo- 
cuses attention on the romantic 
illusion of Arcadia. 

Megan Calver is interested in 
Hestercombe's varied stylistic 
heritage, for example the rela¬ 
tionships between the world 
famous formal Edwardian gar¬ 


den created by architect Lu¬ 
tyens and plantswoman 
Gertrude Jekyll and perhaps 
bizarrely, Somerset Fire 
Brigade's recent occupation of 
Hestercombe House as its 
Headquarters. Collaborating 
with Hestercombe Centre for 
Young Musicians and Taunton 
Floral Art Club Calver's inter¬ 
ventions focus on these chang¬ 
ing concepts of taste. 

Calver has picked up on a re¬ 
alisation which Gertrude Jekyll 
herself came to over a century 
ago and incorporates it into her 
work: 'We have shaken off our 
fetters; we can decide for our¬ 
selves what is beautiful and de¬ 
sirable, and think with only 
repulsion of being bound by 
any prevailing fashion.' 
Gertrude Jekyll. 

Second Site will be open at 
the Hestercombe Gallery until 
April 12th 2015. Entrance is in¬ 
cluded as part of the usual gar¬ 
den entry price and is FREE to 
members.

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Unleash New Corsa VXR 


Vauxhall To 

VAUXHALL will take the wraps off the new Corsa VXR, 
its ultra-powerful small hot-hatch, at the 2015 
Geneva Motor Show in March. 

Benefiting from the significant revisions in technol¬ 
ogy, interior/exterior design and chassis showcased 
in the recently launched New Corsa, the VXR is set to 
raise the bar for small, fast hatchbacks when it ap¬ 
pears in UK showrooms in May. 

Headline performance figures are 0-60mph in 6.5 
seconds and a top speed of 143mph - quicker than 
the outgoing car, but more importantly the VXR pro¬ 
duces its 245Nm of torque from lower revs (between 
1,900rpm and 5,800rpm, compared with 2,250rpm to 
5,500rpm for the outgoing Nurburgring and Club- 


Sport models). This makes the VXR a potent per¬ 
former between 50-75mph, which it can dispatch in 
just 6.6 seconds in fifth gear. 

An overboost facility provides an additional 35Nm 
of torque, ideal for swift and safe overtaking. Maxi¬ 
mum power from its 1.6-litre turbocharged engine is 
205PS, while the Corsa VXR achieves 37.7mpg on the 
combined cycle with C02 emissions of 174g/km. 

As before, power is delivered to the front wheels via 
a second-generation six-speed transmission with a 
short, fluid gearchange. 

Vauxhall has worked closely with damper-supplier, 
Koni, to develop a new technology, known as Fre¬ 
quency Selective Damping (FSD) for the new Corsa 


VXR. FSD allows damping forces to adapt to the car's 
movements, ensuring that body control is main¬ 
tained when the car is driven fast, but ride quality is 
optimised at lower speeds. In addition, the car's ride 
height has been lowered by 10mm all round. 

For the first time, Vauxhall is offering a two-stage 
switchable electronic stability programme (ESP) and 
traction control (TC) with the Corsa VXR. In Competi¬ 
tion Mode the traction control is inactive, while the 
ESP is relaxed to allow less intervention. For track use, 
the ESP can be fully disabled. 

Revisions have been made to the new Corsa VXR's 
steering, making it more direct and precise, with im¬ 
proved feedback through the wheel. Michelin 215/45 
R17 tyres are standard, as are 308mm front brake

AFTER last week's defeat at 
Sidmouth & Ottery, this was 
a much improved Chard 
performance, the team an¬ 
swering captain Gareth 
Eggle's call for mental 
sharpness and intensity of 
play. 

Even without striker Dan 
Stone, Chard won by this 
comfortably once a few 
early defensive jitters were 
settled.

Right decision, but wrong solution 


I guess it had been coming for 
a long time, but finally the 
Yeovil Town board have re¬ 
lieved Gary Johnson of his man¬ 
agerial duties. 

Bottom of League One and 
only having signed free agent 
Fergus Bell when the transfer 
window closed on Monday it 
looked like there would be 
repercussions, and so it proved. 

Johnson, Yeovil’s most suc¬ 
cessful manager in their history 
has paid for the dismal showing 
this season after dropping down 
from the Championship. 

On the field there have been 
several occasions this campaign 
when Johnson’s standing was 
questioned as results lurched 
from bad to worse, before hopes 
with raised with success like Pe¬ 
terborough in September, Swin¬ 
don in October and Oldham in 
December. 

However the disaster over 


Christmas with home losses 
against fellow stragglers Colch¬ 
ester and Leyton Orient seemed 
to have bells ringing louder. 

After all the furore surround¬ 
ing the FA Cup match with Man¬ 
chester United, victory over 
Bradford City and a point at 
Deepdale it looked as if they 
might have turned the corner. 

But poor performances against 
Coventry City and at Peterbor¬ 
ough last Saturday, saw the fans 
losing patience and expecting 
his dismissal if they lost this Sat¬ 
urday against Crawley Town. 

The fact that it has come less 
than 48 hours after the transfer 
window closed with none of the 
money from the FA Cup or the 
wages of Brendan Moloney and 
Aaron Martin used, suggests 
maybe that could have been one 
of the reasons. 

We can only speculate of 
course, because as with so much 


to do with Yeovil Town Football 
Club, the board are so secretive 
with information. 

So did the board fire Johnson 
because of results? Was there a

row about the board not opening 
the purse and giving Johnson 
money to buy players in the 
transfer window that led to him 
leaving? 


Whatever the reason, we are 
unlikely to know. 

The board were probably right 
in relieving Johnson of his du¬ 
ties on the grounds of results 
alone. However I think they 
have only done part of the job. 

Rumours have been rife 
amongst supporters for some 
time that some of the problems 
within the club regarding the 
loss of players such as Paddy 
Madden are not down to John¬ 
son, but his assistants, and that 
his over loyal support of them in 
some situations has not helped 
him. 

Many believe that if Johnson 
goes, Terry Skiverton and Dar¬ 
ren Way should have also been 
dismissed. 

Instead the board have put 
Skiverton in charge as acting 
manager with Way his assistant, 
and so, for the short term, it’s all 
change back to the negative 


style of the former Glovers cap¬ 
tain. 

He was the cheap option the 
last time he was upgraded to 
manager and disappointed the 
fans with his ultra-defensive 
style of play, and no doubt he 
will adopt the same ideas. 

Leaving making a substitution 
until the last few minutes having 
gone a goal down early on cer¬ 
tainly doesn’t inspire me! 

My bet is that chairman John 
Fry will as always opt for the 
cheap option and leave it that 
way for the rest of the season, 
which may well see relegation 
for a second consecutive season.
